GENERAL OVERVIEW OF STATE ACCOUNTABILITY LEGISLATION

Introduction

The concept of accountabiljty that gamed momentum in
the'late 1960’s has emerged as a reality i the 1970's. Up to
June, 1974, thurty states have cnacted legislation  that
focuses on vanous approaches to attain accountabihty.
Other states have chosen to introduce accountability into
théir planmng_ efforts lhmugh executive drder or policy
statements. Although it is_recognized that most state
tducation agencies are developmg or establishing programs
that involve methods: for achieving au.ountabilily. this
repart will address tself’ exclusively to the legislative
bfforts. Table 1 on page 2 indicateS which states have
enacted legislatron with JLL()Unliblllly features and which
ones have not. “ .

Legistation for accountability can be considered both .

from a negative #hd a positive standpomnt if one 1s planung
to nstitute pmcedures to athieve accountabihty. On the

one hand, legislation can be too prescriptive, unreasonable .

or ympractical. In _some instances there have béen laws

“ introduced that are impossible, to carry out because or time

constrants, technieal hmitations, and/or funding deficr
encies. Consequently, some programs have failed to meet
the cxpectations of Jdegislators and other-involvegd persons.

On the other hand, there are state education depart-
ments that need legislation to authorize and fund account-
ability programs that are carefully thought out. Expertence
with the interpretation of lywe by state educallon agencies
indicates that an important step prior to kglslutlo.l 15 to
state specifically to the groups involved the intent of*the
legislation and the constructive results that can be at{amed
through the faw with available funds. Another step.s to
mamntain an open hne of communication among legslators,
educators, and those people i the schools and commumties
which the law will affect, State legislative acts gerterally
emphasize thrat the program for achieving accountabiity
either 15 the responsibility of local districts, a statc
respons'bility, or o shared responsibihty. It may be more
expedient to allow the locai schools and communities to
share responstbility tn making sducational decisions about
accountability in their own districts with dirgction, nfor-
mation, and -a supervisory role provided by the state
education agency. !f educators are held dgu)uqlable but
have no contrmltover their resotrees, resentment is the

*

result, and the purpose of improving the quality of
education and efficiency of operation s Jost. The position
of the National Education Association makes a reasonable
pontin this regard.

The Association believes that educators can be accountable
only to the degree that they share responsibiity i educa
tional decision making and to the degree that other partics
who share this responsibility - legislators, other government
officials, school boards. parents, students and taxpayers - are
{ also held accountable.!

| Although stated diff.céntly, this point was expressed
with a similar intent in two issues of the CAP quarterly. a
news publication of the Cooperative Accountability

Accountability 't a “one-way street” with responsibility
*  directed at the educators alone. The people parents,
students, state legislators, school board members, and tax-
payers - share this responsibility. Whereas the ctfectveness
and efficiency of the system can be charged tp cducators, itis
the public that makes the determinations ajout the support
lcvel for the system. The resources pravided must be
adequate for the system to be able to meet the public™
cxpectdtions.2

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Focus of Accountability Legislation

Programs in the 1960’s were primarily state assessment
programs which were funded at least in part by ESEA Title
Hl. These assessments were initially perceived as needs
studies which were intended to identify the priority
edur-tional needs of a particular state’s educational system.
These programs have now expanded to include learner
achievement data based either upori norm-referenced or
criterion/objective-referenced instruments, and to contain
procedures’ for the |evaluation of programs. Many of the
laws presented in this report have been enacted for statc
assessment/evaluation programs and for state "testing pro-
grams. Some state testing programs are included.in this
report because the, results frequently are used for instruc-
tional evaluation, program evaluation, program planning
and- for, providing data for a management—information
system.

Financial rest nints and the demand for fiscal account-
ability have led to the development of modern management
techniques. Under this rubric fall such innovations (new to
education, but already applied to business management
techmques) as program planning and budgeting systems
(PPBS), management by objectives (MBO), management
mformation systems (MiS), and uniform accounting
systems. Another focus of accountability legislation 1s
directed to professional personnel evaluation. This arca
encompasses performance-based teacher education/,
certificationfevaluation, admimstrative staff evaluation, and
n-service training for educational personnelin such abilities
as developing goals and objectives. A number of the laws
represent these two major areas. cher approaches to
accountability for which a few states have enacted laws are
telated to performance-based school accreditation and
performance contracting. Table 1l below indicates how
many states have enacted laws m these categories.

Structure of the Report

The first part of Section 1 discusses the kinds of laws
that were cnacted from 1963 through 1974, mainly
through the use of tables and a graph. The printipal part of
the report is concerned with the legislation enacted during
the 1974 legislative sessions. These laws have taken various
forms in their approaches tgacgouptability and are
commented upon in the textfof SectiofN. also discussed
briefly in Section I are sdme of the #laws that were
introduced but failed to be enacted. A tkird part of Section
I contains short summari~- ‘< *hat were overlooked In
earlier versions of Legrs' 4 sates,

Section 1l contains copies of all the laws that were
enacted from 1963 through 1974 which are retained in the
SEAR Repository, with the exception of the 1374 North
Carolina budget bill. .

Overview of Enacted Legislation, 1963-1974

Seventy-three laws containing approaches to account-
ability have been enacted by the state legislatures of thirty
states from 1963 thropgh the 1974 legislative sessions.
Table {11, page 4, presents the distribution of these laws by
state, by year, and by descnpliye category. A thud of the
states enacted more than one law (11 out of 30), and more
than half of the seventy-three laws (42 out of 73) were
passed by only five states: Arnizona, Cahtorma, Colorado,
Connecticut, and Flornida. Several of the laws of the five
states amend previous statutes for the purpose of clanfying
or updating the language; extending the present statutory
authonty; or rewording the language of the bill to eliminate
certain constraints that proved to be unworkable or caused
resistance. Six of Conneeticut’s laws are for the evaluation
of specific programs, such as vocational and occupational
education, special education. programs for the disad-
vantaged, innovative programs, etc

Beginning in 1963 with the Pennsylvania Reorganization
Act that has served as the basis for the Pennsylvania
Educational Quality Assessment, the number of account-
ability laws began to increase i 1969 and 1970, and
reached a peak 1 1971 with a total of twenty-two statutes.

_ This peak corresponds with the increase i public coteern

for_the cost of education, as well as the demand for better
accounting of federdl and state monies for educational
programs in the late 1960’s. Since 1971 the passage of
legislation related to dccountability has leveled off to eleven
statutes“in 1972, cleven in 1973, and ten in 1974. The
decline may be partly attributable to the uncertainty of
federal funding to state educziion agericies. The reaiization
of state legsslators and educators that a comprehensive
accountability and assessment system is costly also may be
a factor. The graph on page 9 illustrates the trend
followed from 1963 through 1974 in the number of
legislative acts that are associated vith accountability of
which SEAR is cognizant.

Laws enacted i 1974 fall under state testing programs,
assessment and/or evaluation, and prefessional personnel
evaluation, No PPBS legslation was enacted in 1974 that
came to the attention of SFAR, although Georgia’s 1974
law contams 4 provision for a uniform accountimg system.

Laws for comprehensive accountability systcmns have not

been enacted since Michirin’s Public Act 38 of 1970,

Colorado’s Article 41 of 1971, Florida’s House Bill 894 of’

1971, and Maryland’s Article 77, S. 28A ot 1972,

Georgia’s 70-page Senate Bill No. 072 of 1974 1sa
comprehensive education law that encompasses all phases
of public elementary and secondary education in the state,
It repeuls several existing laws and pro'ndes for mstructional
services, supportive services, cooperative education service
agencies, grants to local umts of admimstration for the
operation pf educational programs, district power equaliza-
tion, cupital outlay funds, and for the powers and duties of
the: State Board of Education, the Superintendent, and
local unts of admimstration. Some seetions apply specif-
wally to accountability ; namely, the following.

The State Board 1s to establish performance-based
cntera upon which the instructional program of each
public school will be evaluated.

The State Board shull adopt such instruments, pro-
cedures and policies as deemed necessary to assess the
cffectiveness of the educational programs on a state-
wide basis at least annually in a mimmum of three
srade levels.

A uniform budgeting and accounting system 1s to be
established and implemented by local school boards,

. I ., * .
In-service trasning shall be provided for school admin-
strators to plan and manage systematic programs to
improve instructional and supportive services.

The State Board 1s to establish classifications of
teachers and other certificated professional personnet,
but based pnly upon academic, techmeal and profes-
stonal traung and expenience,, and competency of
such por:.nn‘(\lcl.

Farher, in 1972, the Department of Education sup-
ported a comprehengive and detailed accountabihty act that
did not become law. It requied the development and
implementation of state and local systems of account-
ability, .an cducational improvement plan; demonstration
schools to display new methods. and pertormance-based
teaches evaluation, Each of these sections of the 1972 bill
Inted many responsibhities, duties and expectations to be
accomphshed withm certam time hinnts. The enacted bill of
1974 does not get into as many specifics for assessment and
evaluation of progiams, nor s performance-based teacher
evaluation as precisely identitied, Fhe 1972 bill called for

the establishment of objectives for expected student per-
formance and the determmation of teacher effectiveness as
it relates to the objectves: evaluation of other duties
normally required of a teacher as an adjunct to his regular
assignment, and procedures to ascertan that the teacher is
maintaiming a suitable learming environment.; These require~
ments are i« considerable contrast to the broader context
expressed in the 1974 bill above.

-

Professional Personnel Evaluation

There 1 some increase in recent legislative sessions in the

‘number of bills that contain teacher competency and

evaluation procedures. Four bills were enacted in this area
in the 1974 sessions with varying degrees of emphasis. It is
interesting to note that one state, Arizona, has enacted a
comprehensive performance-based teacher certification act
while two other states, Connecticut and Texas, have
effected a retrenchment in this area because the subject
becume a controversial issuz in both states.

Arizona’s Chapter 60 (House Bill No. 2064) provides for
the following:

A system of assessment and evaluation of the}
performance of certificated teachers in each school
district.

Each system shall involve the development and
adoption by each school district of objective assess-
ment and evaluation guidelines for the improvement
of instruction,

The governing boards of each district shall avail

themselves of the advice of their certificated teachers
v in developing the guidelines and procedures used to
\ evaluate.

"The guidelines shall include the establishment of
cnteria of expected teaching performance in each
area of teaching, techmques for the assessment and
evaluation of that performance, and assessment and
evaluation of competence of certificated teachcers as it
relates to the established criteria.

’/
Any assessment and evaluation will be n writing with
a capy for the certificated teacher, who may initiate a
writien response or reactton,

Recommendations for improvement i performance
sidll be included and assistance given to the teacher
to attam improvement,

Fach goverming local board shafl file 1ts system of

dssessment and evaluation with the Department of
Education by June 30, 1977,

<0
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The Department of Education must file a 1eport
mnd:cating complance with the Act to the State
Legislature by January 15, 1973.

The bill also contains procedures to be followed for
contracts for probationary and continuing teachers, and
procedures for dismissal of continuing teachers, heanngs,
and appeals.

In contrast to the Anzona bill, Connecticut’s Public Act
No. 278 amends Public Act No. 456 enactedn 1973 for an
annual evaluation of teachers based upon performance. In
March, 1972, a Task Force on Performance, Evaluation and
State Certification of School Personnel was appointed in
the state to draw up statewide guidelines for local
performance-based evaluation and state certification of
professional school personitel. The guidelines and criteria
for performance were produced in detail by the Task Force,
but were met with resistance and were not approved by the
State Board of Education. As noted in the August, 1973
updated version of Legislation by the States, the 1973 Act
directed school superintendents of local districts to evaluate
teachers based upon mintmum performance criteria to be
established by the State Board of Education and upon any
addinonal performance critena the local boards may have
instituted. The State Board was to submit to the General
Assembly the established performance criteria pursuant to
the Act.

The ‘1974 bill supplants this section. The words,
“performance cntena”, have been ehminated. The super-
ntendent of cach distnet still 1s to evaluate each teacher.
but n accordance with “guidelmes” established by the
State Board of Education for the development of ¢ alua-
tion programs and such other gwdelines as may be
established by nwtual agreement between the local boards
and the teachers’ representatives. A report of existing
evaluation procedures and plans tor implementing the
guwdehies must be submitted to the State Board by the
local distnct by Janvary 1, 1975, The rest of the bili
contans provisions for employment of teachers, renewal of
contracts, dismssal procedures. hearings and appeals. A

sum of $30.000 s appropriated to the Departoent of

Fducatton for the development. planning, research and
evaluation of the guidehines and programs required by the
Act and for asastance to town and regwonal boards of
education. including tn-service workshops for inplementing
them

A second bl enacted by Connecticut in the 1974
session, Public Act No. 331, updates and amends the state’s
teacher certification law. It contains procedures and
requirements for attamng provisional certificates and
standard certificates. revocation of tertificates, appeals for
nonrenewal, ete, Performance shall be contmuously evalu-
ated and teacher competency shalt be evidenced by a signed
recommendation from the supermtendent of schools for
the district or by the superintendent of a private school
approved by the State Board of Education.

. <1

The Texas Attorney General in January, 1974, handed
down an opmon in regard to the decision of the State
Board of Education to mandate perf(')rmuncc:busad teacher
education in the state.4 In1972, the State Board had
devised and adopted Standards for Teachers in Education in
Texas, which grew out of a field test of competency/
performance-based teacher education conducted by the
Texas Education Agency for the Amenican Association of
Colleges for Teacher Education. The State Board then
mandated that all programs for prepanng™teachers and
other school personnel at each of the sixty higher education
institutions in the state be performance-based ‘programs.
The mandate became a controversial 1ssue, and pressure
from education groups and the state legislature led to a
request by the Commissioner of Education for the
Attorney General's opimon on the legality of the Board’s
mandate.

The Commisstoner asked two questtons (1) Is 1t within
the authority “of the Commissioner or State Board to
include in the provisions for approval of teacher education
programs the stipulation that the higher education institu-
tions sceking program approval ust present a
performance-based application for approval? (2) If the
answer 1s negative, is 1t then within their authornty to
include n the provisions for approval two or more
alternative plans, only one of which would be
performance-based, wherefrom the higher education institu-
tron may elect the atteriative of its choice as a basis for
presenting an application for approval?”’s

The Attorney General ruled that “under present Texas
law 1t 1s not within the authority of the State Board of
Education or the State Commussioner of Education to
stipulate that institutions seeking approval for teacher
education programs inust present ‘performance-based’
applications, but the Board, with the advice of the
Commissioncr, may promulgate rules and regulations
whereby mstitutions sc king such approval could choose
between alternative plans for program approval (one of
which mught be ‘performance-based’) and submit applica-
tions accordingly.”6

Followmng the decsion, the Comnussioner advised the
Texas teacher preparation mnstitutions of higher education
that apphuable standirds for teacher education and certifi-

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cation would anclude several alternatives, cne of which
would be the 1972 pertormance-based Standards.

it should be pomnted out that the Attorney General’s
Opmon was not concerned with the legahty of the
performance-based approach to teacher preparation, but
only with the authonty ot the Texas State Board and
Comnussioner of Education to mandate such a system
solely tor certificatton. The Attorney General also noted
that some of the standards for teachers were **so vaguely’
and ambiguously stated as to be mmpossible of .objective
application, and some of the apparent demands on nstitu-
tions of higher education may exceed those the legislature
itself could require™.7

In Virginia's new Standards of Qualty law enacted for
the 1974-70 bienmum (Sepate Bill 221, 1974 and Jomt
Resolution No. tol, 1974), teacher evatuation is touched
upon i the statement that each school division shall
mantam an up-to-date policy manuat which shall include.
(1) the grievance procedure prescribed by the Board of
Education (2) a system of communication between the
local school board and its employees (3) a cooperatively
developed procedure for personnel evaluation. Further, one
of the planning and management objectives for schools
stated 1n the Jomnt Resolution directs the principal and his
staft to provide for the cooperative evaluation of teachers
and other employees. The evaluation of teachers 15 to be
based upon classroom planning and management wbjectives
quoted m the Resolution,

State Testing Programs, Assessment/Evaluation

The States ot Georgia, lowa, and Utah are newcomers
since Legislation by the States was last printed and
updated. Georgia enacted the aforementioned Senate Bill
No. 6721 March, 1974,

The State ot lowa passed Senate Bill No. {26 1 Apnil;
1974, which -amended therr Educational Program of the
Schools Law of 1973, Most ot the bilt 1s devoted to the
standards and regulations required for the accreditation of
public and nonpublic schools in the state. A new section on
the evaluation of educational programs was added to the
bill. 1t states that each public school district and nonpublic
school shall determine major educational needs, rank them
i priority order, and develop long-range plans to meet the
needs. Both long-and short-range plans to attan the desired
levels of pupil achievement are to be estabhshed, imple-
mented, and contmuously evaluated. Reports of progress
must be made to the superintendent of public instruction at
his request.,

Delta Kappan, March 1974, p, 469,
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In Utahs 1974 budget session of the State legislature,
House Bill No. 51 for the school finange program was
enacted which states i Section 8 that the State Board of
Education 1s directed and empowered to assess thic progress
and degree of eftectiveness of all programs tunded under
the act and to report such assessment to the Legislature,

Arizona enacted a second law 1n the 1974 session,
Chapter 38 {House Bill 2261) extends thewr standardized
reading achievement test given annually to all pupils in the
third grade to a standardized mathematics-achievement test
to be given to all pupils enrolled in the t'nfthigrude.

Connecticut cnacted a third law in 1974, Public Act No.
100, which updates Public Act No. 326 ofi 1971 for the
evaluation of special education programs and which con-
tains more definitive requirements. The earhier bill directed
the State Board of Education to evaluate periodically the
progress and accomplishments of the programs and to
review annually with the General Assembly 1ts findings and
the disbursement of the funds. The new 1974 bill directs
the State Board to develop, implement, and test on an
experimental basis a model for the evaluation of special
education programs. The model should establish a means
for developing goals and objectives for the exceptional
child, 2 method for determining the ability of the programs
to meet the goals and objectives, methods and procedures
for evaluation; and the development of a data collection
system to assist in such evaluation. Progress is to be
reviewed annually with the General Assembly, and a
$300,000 appropriation will be supphed to the Department
of Education for implementing the Act.

Florida’s House Bill No. 1145 contains amendments to
House Bill 894 enacted in 1971, the Educational Account-
ability Act upon which their statewide objectives-based
assessment is founded. The orginal Act catled for objectives
to be developed for each grade level and subject afea; The
Act should apply to the subject area of reading by the
1971-72 school year; writing and mathematics by the
1972-73 school year; and other subject arcas by the,
1973-74 school year. In actual practice. assessment of
grades 2 and 4 1n reading took place m 1972:of grades 3, 6,
and 9 1n reading, mathematics, and wntingin 1973;and of
grades 3, 6, and 9 in reading, wnting, and mathematics, and
of grades 6 and 9 i science in 1974, The amended bill
stipulates that grade 3 and 6 be assessed 1n the subject areas
of reading. writing, and mathematics in 1975 and grades 3
through 6 by 1976. No other subject area is to be tested
until the assessment of reading, wnting, and mathematics
has beer 'mplemented. Statewide results are to be com-
pared to National Assessment results, and an interpretation
of the tests in each school are to be reported i the annual
report of school progress.

House Bill No. 1692 was introduced in the North
Carolina 1973 legislative session but did not pass. Accord-
mg to the Department of Lducation staffi a line item
budget appropriation was granted to the State Board of
Education in the 1974 budget session with the expectation

. Introduced Legislation Not Enacted

Accountability legislation has been introduced inaecent
sessions of other states but has not been enacted. In some
cases thrs was due to lack of fundmg, and in other cases
department of cducation staff tound the bills to be
impractical and were able to persuade their legistators to
withdraw them. One compreheasive accountabiity bill was
mtroduced to the Minnesota State Legislature i 1973 and
agam . with revisions, - 1974 wathout success erther year.
House Bill No, 2415 exphathy detied what should be
accompiished with specitic emphasis on the projects to be
completed by 197374 and 197475, A sepanate divison
was to be establshed by the State Board of Education
known as the Center tor Management Assistances The
Center was to be comprsed of an obpectves section,
program rescarch and development section, and an assess-
ment section, each sectton assisted by an advisory board
and responstble tor 4 great many tashs. Some ot these were
to develop accountability measures designed to tram school
personnel i management by objectives and i developing
mstructional objectives for programs. to provide an organ-
1zed pool of school management goals, mstructional objec-
tives, and evatluation mdicators tor the schools, and to
develop a school management design which could imple-
ment objectivesshased  istruction etfectively and etfia-
ently, The project was subject to annual evaluation.
perodic pmgr.ess reports, and a biennul evaluation and
project sunuary ., Statewide testing of deademic eXpectaney
by population. usmg cntenon-relerenced medsures. was to
tahe place by 197475, State tunding mn the amount of
$5.250,000 was to be appropnated, A great many details
are onutted here trom the 11-page bill whisch would have
required . farge outlay i terms of statt and tunding,

An accountabifity system was proposed m Kansas that
reguested the State Board of Fducation to adopt a program
ot decountability, tor focal districts, Eiach dstrict was to
develop a master plan of education tor accountability
purposes, 1t was to include g statement of educational
needs, distriet educational godls, performance objectives,
operational objectives, procedures for implementation, eval-
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uation procedures, and priorities o goals and objectives, All
districts 1 Kansas were to have the accountabihty program
by the beginning of the 1978-79 school year. District
acereditation would be based upon an annual audit ot the
district’s plan. Lack of financial resources was cited as a
prime cause for the tature of ths proposal.

Department of I'ducation staft i Alabama persuaded
therr legishators to substitute for an accountabibity bili the
appomtment of an mtenm legslative comnuttee to work
directly with the Department staft o the vanous ateas of
cducation, Reorganization of the state fegislature followed
and the commuttee never was apponited. although  the
Department of Education has kept the tegisiators mtorined
of 1ty plans.

A Mississippi legnlator mtroduced an accountability law
that was tied 1 wath the state assessment but thes bill failed
to pass., Department staft feel that an accountabihty faw
ikely to pass n a subsequent legislative session,

In Maryland, legslators attempted to repeal the state’s
ongial accountability  law  enacted m 1972, but the
Department of Education was successtal 1 opposmyg the
bill’y passage. The new bill would have had the Department
dcvclup IS own o test medsures tor assessment purposes,
which 15 not teasible for the Department at the present
tunie, although it s & hkely possibihity n the tuture,

Washington dul uot enact House Bill 7o-4, another
accomtability bl then 1974 Tegnlative sesson,

I s of interest to note that 1 Louisiana the Department
of lducation s developing an accountabilits - model
presently bemyg tested 1 six lodal parshos under a Title S,
Part € grant, Untid ths model has been i operation and o
plan can be developed based upon expernience with it. the
Supenntendent has been successtul i ashmg the Pegnlatuie
not to enact any accountabihity fegislation,

Chapter 123, S. 42 (House Bill No, 1020, 1973), ated as
the Financial Policies and Procedures Act. This Act repeals
the ongmal PPBES Act of 1971, Articke 421t calls for a
program-oriented budget format which will refate antict-
pated costs and actual costs to designated programs. The
first PPBES Act had asked for a budget format that would
present educational programs m terms of pupil'achievement
and relate them to expenditures. A penatty for non-

complance m the tust"bill was omitted m the 1973 hill,

The State Board of Education 15 to adopl a hnancial
policies and procedures handbook compatible with  the
pr(n"lsmn.\ of the Accountabihity Act of 1971, and the plan
1 to be tully implemented by all school districts having o
schiool population of over 100 students by January 1, 1970.

Senate Memorial No. 40, 1971. This Resolution was
ongmally omtted trom Legslation by the States because
resolutions ordinarily do not carry the force of faw. In
subsequent correspondence with Department of Education
personnel, it was stated that the Department of Education
has acted as though the Resotution were law 1 devising its
syscem of evaluation and assessnent. Educational evatua-
tion commuttees are to be orgamzed i the vanous school
districts that have no cuient evaluation procedures. The
duties of the commuttees include preparation of tong- and
short-range objectives for the schools, recommendations for
mplementing them, and formulation of measurements for
their achievement,

appropriated to the state department of education for the
purpose of developing, i collaboration with the auditor
general, a systemn of cost accounting, ncluding computer
programs to be used by the public schools of the state. for
the prepara wor.. publication and distnbution of this system
to the schools m the form of a cost accounting manual and
for hirng of the necessary personnel to assist pilot school
districts through June 30,1973,

B. The department with the approval of the auditor
gerteral may contract for the development of the cost
accounting system authorized by this act.

Sec. 2. Exemption; lapsing of appropriation

The appropriation made by this act 1s exempt from the
provisions of section 35.190, Arnizona Revised Statutes,
relating to lapsing of appropriations, except that all of such
monies remamning unencumbered or unexpended on June
30, 1973, shall revert to the state general fund.

Sec. 3. Emergency

To preserve the public peace, health and safety it 1s
necessary that this act become 1mmediately operative. It is
thetefore declared to be an emergency measure, to take
effect as provided by law.

The 1973 Arizona State Legislature amended
Sections 15-1131 and 15-1134 of Article 2.1 which was
enacted m 1969, The bill requires an annual, standardized
statewide reading achievement test for grade 3 pupils. The
amended portions of the bill change the testing date from
the last week in January to the first week in October, and
specify that a copy of the results from each district shall be
sent to the district 10 days before release of the results
elsewhere. The bill reproduced below with the amended
sections replaces Article 2.1, 1969 wn the previous legisla-
tion reports. ’

CHAPTER 98, 1973, ARTICLE 2.1

B. Notice of the board’s intention not to reemploy a
probationary teacher shall be by delivering it personally to
the teacher or by sending it by registered or certified mail
beanng a postmark of on or before April 15, directed to the
teacher at his place of residence as recorded in the school
dstrict records. The notice shall incorporate a statement of
reasons for not reemployng the teacher.,

Sec. 2. Repeal

15-253. Dismissal of continuing teacher

A. Upon a wntten statement of charges formulated by
the govermng board, charging that there exists cause for the
dismissal of a contmuing teacher of the district, the
governing board shall, except as otherwise provided in this
article, give notice to the continuing teacher of 1ts intention
to dismiss him at the expiration of thirty days from the
date of the service of the notice,;

B. Any written statement of charges alleging unprofes-
sional conducy of incompetency shall specify wstances of
behavior and the acts or omussions constituting the charge

_so that the teacher will be able to prepare a defense. It

shall, if applicable, state the statutes, rules or written
objectives of the governing board which the teacher is
alleged to have violated and set forth the facts relevant to
cach oceasion of alleged unprofessional conduct or incom-

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C. The notice shall be in writing and be served upon the

15-254. Suspension prior to dismissal of a teacher

A. Upon a written statement of charges formulated by
the Governing Board, charging a teacher of the district with
cause for disrmssal, the board may immediately suspend the
teacher from his duties and give him notice of suspension.

15-262. Membership of commission; time requirement

B. Upon request for a hearing, a commssion shall be
authonized and members appointed theicto by the govern-
ing board to conduct the hearing provided for in subsection
A of this section. Appointment of commission members
shall be made pursuant to the selection provided for m
subsection C of this section.

C. One member of the commission shall be selected by
the teacher, and one member shall be selected by the
goverming board, The third member shall be selected by

' these other two members and shall be charrman and a

veting member of the commussion, If either the governing
board or the teacher for any jeason fail to select a
commission member within seven days of the filng of the
request for a heanng, such failure shall constitute a waiver
of the right to selection, and the county school superin-
tendent shall immediately nake a selection for the default-
ing party . If the nembers selected by the governing board
and teacher, or county school superintendent in the event
or default of one or both of the parties, cannot agree within
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ten days of therr appomtment on tne selection of a third
member the third member of the comnussion shall be
selected by the State Personnel Comnussion.

D. The commussion findings shall be made by a majority
vote of the commission and shall be rendered by a written
summary containing findings of fact, determination of
issues and a recoinmenddtion erther that the teacher should
be dismissed or that the teacher should not be dismissed.

E. The findings of the commission shali be reviewed by
the governing board which shall render and, as appropr-.te,
implement its decision.

15-263. Hearing costs; counsel; limitations on evidence;
reinstatement

A. The governing board shall pay all expenses of the
hearing. The teacher and the governing board shall pay their
own attorney and witness fees, except if the commission
recommends that the teacher not be dismissed, the govern-
ing board shall pay all reasonable attorney and witness fees
incurred by the teacher- o

B. Members of the commission shall not be compen-
sated but are eligible for reimbursement, from the district,
of expenses as authorized for state employees under Title
38, Chapter 4, Article 2.

C. The goverming board and the teacher have the right
to be represented by counsel at any hearing under this
section.

D. No witness shall be permitted to testify at the
hearing except upon oath or affirmation. No testimony
shall be given on evidence introduced relating to teaching
competency which occurred more than four years prior to
the date of the service of .the notice. Evidence of records
regularly kept by the governing board concerning the
teacher may be introduced, but no decision relating to the
dismissal or suspension of any teacher shall be made based
on charges or evidence relating to teacher competency
occurring more than four years prior to service of the
notice. The four-year time limit shall not apply to the
introduction of evidence in any area except that relating to
competency.,

E. If a continuing teacher has been suspended panding
the hearing he shall be remnstated within five days after the
governing board renders a decision not to dismiss.

15-264. Appeal of govemmg beard decision; reinstate-
ments

The decision of the governing board may, on appeal of a
cofitinuing teacher, be reviewed by a court of competent
jurisdiction in the same manner as the decision made in
accordance with the provisions of section 41-785. The
proceeding shall be set for hearing at the earliest possible
date and shall take precedence over all other cases, except
older matters of the same character and matters to which
special precedence 1s otherwise given by law, .

15-265. Notice prior to charges of incompetency

The governing board of any school district shall not
formulate any charges of incompetency against a
continuing or probationary teacher unless during the
preceding term, semester or halt school year prior to the
date of the notice to the teacher of intention to dismiss and
at least nmety days prior to the date of the notice, the
board or its authorized representative has given the teacher
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written notice of incompetency, specifying the nature
thereot with such specitic instances of behavior and with
such particulanty as to furmsh the teacher an opportumty
to correct his faults and overcome the grounds for such
charge. The written notice of mtention to dismuss shall
include 4 copy of any evaluation pertinent to the charges
made and tded with the board.

Article 4. Teachcr assessment and evaluation

15-268 System of asessment and evaluation; filing
dates

A. There shall be a system of assessment and evaluation
of the performance of certificated teachers within each
school distnict of the state which shall involve the develop-
ment' anfd adoption by each school district of objective
assessment and evaluation guidelines for the improvement
ot mstruction. In the development and adoption of these
guideimes and procedures, the governing board shall avail
itself of the advice of its certificated teachers.

B, The system of assessment and evaluation developed
and adopted by each governing board shall be filed with the
state, department of ¢ducation by June 30, 1977,

C. The State Department of Education shall file a report
with 'the president of the senate, the chairman of the senate
cducation commttee, the speaker of the house of repre-
sentatives and thbe charman of the house education
committee by January 15, 1978, indicating compliance.

D. The governing board of each school district shall
develop and adopt speucific assessment and evaluation
guide!ines for the improvement of mstruct.on which shall
include the following elements:

. The establishment of cnteria of expected teaching
performance in 2ach area of teaching and of techniques for
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the assessment and evaluation of that performance.

2. Assessment and cvaluation of competence of certifi-
cated teachers as it relates to the established cnteria.

E. Any assessment and evaluation made pursuant to this
article shall be in writing and a copy thereof transmitted to
the certificated teacher. The certificated teacher may
mitiate g wnitten reaction or response to the assessment and
evaluation,

F. Assessment and evaluation of the performance of
cach certificated teachor shall he a continuous process, at
least twice each year for probationary teachers, and at least
every other year for personnel with continuing status.

G. Each assessment and evaluation shall include recom-
mendations as to areas of improvement in the performance
of the teacher. After transmittal of an assessment, a
designee of the board shall confer with the teacher to make
specific recommendations as to areas of improvement in the
reacher’s performance and to :ndeavor to assist the teacher
in dttaining that improvement.

H. Copies of the assessment and evaluation report of a
certificated teacher retamed by the goverming board are
confidential, do not constitute a public record and shall not
be released or shown to any person except:

1. To the certificated teacher who may make any use of
it.

2. To authorized district officers and employees for all
personnel matters and for any hearing which relates to
personnel matters.,

3. For introduction in evidence or discovery in any
court action between the board and the certificated teacher
in which esther: ‘

(a) The competency of the teacher is at issue.

(b) The assessment and evaluation was an exhibit at a
hearing, the result of which is challenged.
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ARKANSAS

The Arkansas General Assembly pussed House Bill 967,
which became Act 876 on April 16, 1973. This Act requires
a PPBS for the State of Arkansas and all of its agencies.
Since the statute 1s a 5U-page document. only pertinent
portions of the law are given below. Copies of the vriginal
statute can be provided in its entirety by SEAR upon
request.

ACT 876, 1973

(Enacted“April 16, 1973)
BE IT ENACTED BY THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY OF
THE STATE OF ARKANSAS:

Section 1. This Act shall be referred to, and may be
cited as the “General Accounting and Budgetary Procedures
Law™ of Arkansas.

Section 2. (A) General Policy. It 1s hereby declared to be
the policy of the State of Arkansas to mantain the State
and all of 1its agencies, boards, commussions, departments
and institutions on a sound financial basis: to provide
adequate accounting for all fiscal transactions, to provide
for umiformity n budget preparation, presentation and
execution; and for sych purposes the general provisions of
this Act are intended:

(1) To establish umformity in dperating and capital
budget preparation, presentation and execution by
establishing certain duties, responsibilities, and functions of
the Executive and Legislative Branches of the State
Government,

(2) To prohipit deficit spending by estabhshmg stan-
dards for the execution of budgets approved by the General
Assembly.

(3) To provide methods of mternal accounting control
by establishing and superwvising the accounting systems of
State agencies, departments, institutions, boards, and com-
missions, hereafter referred to as agencies.

(4} To estabbsh an adequate classification and coding
system for all revenue receipts and disbursements.

(5) To establish methods ot voucher examination and
approval for expenditures of funds deposited in the State
Treasury and, it necessary, other depositories.

(6) Tu estabhish umfaym procedures for the preparation
of disbursing documents.

(7) To establish procedures for torecasting economic
conditions. to establish an adequate techmque of revenue
estimating, to provide for tax research and a method for
standardization of statisties,

(8) To develop methods for improvement and economy
m organzation and admmstration of State agencies,
dc@rlmcnﬁ. mstitutions, boards, and commissions.,

“(9) To authonve the promulgation of reasonable rules
and regulations not nconsistent with applicabie laws to
achieve the purposes and ntent of this Act.

(10) To turther detine the powers and duties of the
Director of the Department of Finance and Adminstration,
herernatter sometimes reterred to as the Chiet Fiscal Otticer
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of the State, the State Auditor and the State Treasurer 1n
connection with general accounting, budgetary and fiscal
procedures.

(B) Comprehensive Budgeting And F...ancial Management
System. 1t is also the purpose of this Act to establish a
comprehensive system of State budgeting and financial
management which will further the capacity of the General
Assembly to plan and finance the services wlich it
determines the State should prowvide for its citizens, anu
which wili further the capacity of the Governor to make
budgetary recommendations to the General Assembly and
to execute the laws of this State, The system shall include
procedures for: ’

(1) The orderly establishment, continuing review aig
periodic revision of programs, financial goals and pohcies of
the State.

(2) The development, coordination and review of long-
range programs and thew financing that will implement
goals and policies authorized by the General Assembly and
the Governor.

(3) The preparation, analysis, presentation, enactment
and execution of budgets, that authonize specific programs,
policies and goals, and that focus attention on State services
and their costs.,

(4)°The evaluation of alternatives to existing programs,
policiess and goals that would provide more economic,

_efficient or effective State services.

(5) An evaluation and reporting system which will

provide measurements of the effectiveness of program
performance.
(C) Continuing Studies To Promote Efficiency. Inorder to
safeguard against excessive expenditures of appropriation
and funds, to premote economy, efficiency and control in
the operation of State agencies, to ‘properly execute
budgets, and to accomplsh the purposes of this Act as
intended by the General Assembly, the Chief Fiscal Officer
and the Director of the Denartment of Plsaning are hereby
directed to make continuing studses and investigitions of
the operation of State agencies and to make recommenda-
tions to the General Assembly, the Legislative Council and
the Govesnor on improvements which should be made.

{Sections omitted)

Section 6. Duties And Responsibilities Of The Departments
Of Planning And Finance And Administration. The Chief
Fiscal Officer, with the cooperation of the Director of the
Department of Planming, shall csrry out the followiig
duties and responsibilities

(1) Assist the Governor or Governor-clect in the prepara-
tion of the comprehensive program and financial plan,
including the coordination and analysis of State agency
programs, goals and objectives.

reporting of program performance.

(4) Prowvide the General Assembly or its Interim Com-
mittees with any information it may request.,

(5) Bewween Sess:ons of the General Assembly keep the'
Legislative Council and any Intennm Committees of the
General Assembly who request such information, informed
of the actual expenditures of State agencies as compared to
their approved budgets and of the actual performance of

such agencies as compared to that predicted in the Prograin
Budget requests along wnth the reasons for any deviations -

which exast.

(6) Admimster their responsibilities under the program
budget prowsions of this Act so that the policy decisions
and budget determinations of the General Assembly and
Governor are effectively implemented.

(7) To accomplish the foregoing duties and responsi
bihties, the Director of the Department of Finance and
Administration, in cooperation with the Director of the
Department of Planming and the Legislative Council, shall
design budget information forms so that comparative dat:
of the last fiscal year, the current fiscal year, and the next
biennium are presented so that State agencies can best
express budgetary and program information that will be
most useful to the Govenor, or the Governor-elect and the
General Assembly in order to facilitate program formula-
tion, execution and accountability by

(a) Focusing attention upon the general character and
relative importance of the program to be accomphshed or
upon the service to be rendered and what the program or
service will cost.

(b) Employing functional classifications, where practical
to do so, in order to present budgets by broad program
categories.

{¢) Presenting budget requests by orgamizational units.

(d) Grouping experiditures and budget estimates by
major objects of expenditures.

(e) Stating goals and objectives of State agency pro-

grams, )

(f) Presenting proposed plans to implement the goals and
objectives mncluding proposed modification of existing
program services and establishment of new program

cservices, and the estimated resources required to impletuent

the goals and objectives. ‘

(g) Including 4 report of the receipts during the prior
fiscal year, an estimate of the receipts during the current
fiscal year, and an estimate for each year of the succeeding
biennum.,

(h) Presenting requested legislation requued to imple-

ment the proposed programs and financial plans.

(1) Any other information necessary to carry out the
purposes of this Act,

(8) In addition, the Director of the Department of
Finance and Admmistration n cooperation with the
Director of Planning and the Legislative Council shall:

(a) Prepare a budget calendar or time schedule so that
the submission and presentation of budget estimates will be
accomplished within the desired time hmits.

(b) Prepare o Budget Instructional Manual to establish

uniformity for presentation of budget estimates by State
agencics.

Section 9. Annual Operations Flans. (A) Responsibility Of
State Agencies. Except as imted by policy decisions of the
Governor, approprations and funding by the Legislature,
and other provisions of law, the State agencies shall have
the authonty and responsibility to admunster' thewr pro-
grams as authorized by the General Assembly and shall te
tespensible for their proper management.

(B) Annual Cperations Plan-General Procedures. Each State
agency, other than the Elected Constitutional Officers, the
Legislative and Judicial Branches, the Arkansas Highway
Department, the State supported institutions of Higher
Education and the Arkansas Game_and Fish Commussion,
shall prepare an Annual Operations Plan for the operation
of each of its assigned programs. The Annual Operations
Plan shall be prepared in the form and content determined
by the Chief Fiscal Officer in cooperation with the Director
of the Department of Planning and be transmutted to the
Department of Finance and Administration on the date
prescribed by the Chief Fiscal Officer.

Operations Plan shall be prepared after adjournment of the
General Assembly and shall take fully mto consideration afl
applicable laws, including appropriations made, and shall be
submitted to the Department of Finance and Administra-
tion on a date set by the Chief Fiscal Officer, but prior to
July 1 of said year.

(C) Contents Of Plan. Each Annual Operanons Plan shall
list, by programs as defined by the General Assembly, the
goals and objectives and the activities which support them,
the planned accomplishments for the ensuing year, the
standards by which it is proposed to measure the accomp-
lishments, the appropriation and funding provided by the
legislature, a detailed budget by quarters indicating the
agency’s plans for the expenditure of funds in order to
accomplish the objectives and any other supporting or
related information required by the Director of the
Department of Planning and the Chief Fiscal Officer or
requested by a Legislative intenim commuttee, including the
Legislative Council.

(Passage omitted)

Section 19. Performance Reporting (A) Agency Per-
formance Reports. Each State agency, other than the
Legislative and Judicial Branches of government, the
elected Constirutional Officers, the Arkansas Highway
Department, the Arkansas Game and Fish Commission and
the State-supported Institutions of Higher Iiducation shall
submut performance reports to the Departments of Planning
and Finance and Administration at prescribed times during
and after each fiscal year. These reports shall be in the form
prescribed by the Chief Fiscal Officer wath the concurrence

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CALIFORNIA

The California State Legislature passed two Acts which

- required statewide testing programs: the California School
Testing Program in 1961, with amendments enacted in
several sessions thereafter, and the Miller-¥nruh Basic
Reading Act of 1965, with amendments passed in subse-
quent sessions. Abstracts of the two Acts are presented in
this report along with quoted passages from the two laws.
Legislation has been introduced in the 1972 session which
will modify the state testing program. A PPBS system also
is being considered. These bills are pending and are not
included in this report.

A third bill was enacted in July 1971, Assembly Bill No.
293, known as the “Stull” bill. This bill added sections to
Chapter 2 of the Education Code for the evaluation and
assessment of performance of certificated employees. These
sections are quoted directly from the, bill in this report. In

_order io implement the bill, the California Department of
Education established a set of guidelines for school districts
to use in developing procedures for evaluating certificated
personnel. These guidelines were published in 1972. An
Appendix to the guidelines states that the requirements of
Assembly Bill 293 may well have significant financial
impact on school districts. Each district, therefore, is
requested to maintain an accounting of the personnel
man-hours and other costs involved in developing, imple-
menting, and maintaining the evaluation system. If the
legislation should involve substantial new costs to school
districts, the California State Board of Education wants to
provide the Legislature with this informa&tion in order to
promote the concept that future legislation should provide
for the financial implications the bill may entail,

A SHORT HISTORY OF STATEWIDE TEST-
ING PROGRAMS IN CALIFORNIA

California has two required statewide programs for
testing pupils in the public schools. They are the California
School Testing Program and the testing required under the
Miller-Unruh Basic Reading Act of 1965. All school
districts 1n the state are required to administer specified
tests and report the scores to the State Department of
Education and to their local school boards. Under the
Miller-Unruh testing program the state supplies the required
tests to school districts, and under the State Testing
Program, school districts purchase the tests directly from
Publishers No separate state funding for scoring or report-
ing test results 15 provided to school districts for either
program.

1. California School Testing Program (Chap 9 of Div. 9 of
the Education Code)
The California School Testing Program began with a law

passed at the 1961 session of the Legislature, and the first
required testing was done in the fall of 1962 with
intelligence and achievement tests that school districts’
selected from a list approved by the State Board of
Education. Tests were administered in grades 5, 8, and ll".‘

The California School Testing Law was amended in 1963
and required the administration of physical performance
tests, in addition to the intelligence and academic achieve-
ment tests. In 1965 the law was amended to require that
uniform tests for all school districts be adopted by the
State Board of Education. The Board designated intel-
ligence and reading tests for use in grades 6 and 10. The
first tests under the 1965 amendments were administered in
the fall of 1966, They were the Lorge-Thorndike Intel-
ligence Tests in grades 6 and 10, the Stanford Reading Test
in grade 6, and the Tests of Academic Progress, Reading
Test, in grade 10.

At the 1968 session of the Legislature, the testing

program was amended by AB 1168 (Stats. 1968 Chap.
427). The law required testing with intelligence tests, basic
skills tests (defined as reading, spelling, basic mathematics
and grammar), and physical performance tests. The law also
specified that tests were to be administered in grades 6 or 8,
and 12. In addition to testing in the basic skills, testing also
was to be required by the State Board of Education from
time to time 'in content courses- literature, history,
advanced mailiematics, and science. The requirement for
testing in either grade 6 or 8 was amended out of the law at
the 1969 session of the Legislature by AB 1534 (Chap.
1552), and testing is now required of all pupils in grades 6
and 12. /
The tests adopted for use in the 1969-70 school year are
the Lorge-Thorndike Intelligence Tests in grades 6 and 12,
the Comprehensive Tests of Basic Skills in grade 6, the lowa
Tests of Educatioal Development in grade 12, and the
California Physical Performance Test in grades 6 and 12,
Intelligence tests are admunistered during the months of
October and November achievement tests during the
month of October and physical performance tests during
April and May . = .

2. Miller-Um'uh Basic Reading Act Testing (Chap. 5.8 of
Div. 6 of the Education Code)

By legislation enacted in 1965, a testing program in
reading in grades 1, 2, and 3 was required 1n connection
with a program to improve reading instruction in the
primary grades This was the Miller- Unruh Basic Reading
Act of 1965. Tests adopted by the State Board of
Education were the Stanford Reading Tests, and these tests
were used from 1966 through 1969. In 1969 the State
Board of Education adopted new tests for use in the
primary grades beginning in the 1969-70 school year. The
Stanford Reading Tests will be phased out and the
Cooperative Primary Reading Test will be the required test.

Testing in the primary grades is done the first 10 school
days in May. Test results are reported to the State
Department of Education, and one of the uses made of the
required testing is in the system of priorities for funding
under the Miller-Unruh Basic Reading Act. Also, test results
are used for evaluation of reading programs on both the
district and state levels.
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CHAPTER 9. SCHOOL TESTING

Article 1. General Provisions

12820. This chapter may be cted as the Cahfornia

12824, The State Board ot Education may develop,
publish and adminnter tests ot its own devising, and the

districts by this chapter.

12829, With the exception of physical performance
tests, no city, county, city and county, or dstrict supenn-
tendent of schools or any principal or teacher of any
elementary or secondary school under his charge shall carry
on any program of specific preparation of the pupils within
the district for the testing program as such or the particular
test used therein,

12830. No provisson of this chapter or Article 3
{commencing with Section 8571) of Chapter 3 of Duvision
7 shall be construed to mean, or represented to require,
that graduation from a high school or promotion to another
grade level 15 1n any way dependent upon successful
performance on any test adminstered as a part of the
testing program.

Article 2. Content Course Evaluation

12840. From time to time, as the State Board of Educa.
tion may determine, the board shall conduct studies of the
effectiveness of the various content courses offered by the
public schools of this state. Such studies shall include
details of the specific objectives of the courses and the level
of achievement attaned by students enrolled 1n such
courses and, for this purpose, the board may use the results
ot any -test adnunistered under the provisions of this
chapter.

12841, Upon the completion of a study by the board
pursuant to Section 12840, the board shall report its
finding. and recommendations, if any, to the Governot and
the Legnslature not later than January } of the year
succeeding completion of the study.

12842. In making reports to the Legislature pursuant to
Section 12841, the board shall mantain the anonymity of
all individual students snvolved, as well as the participating
school disuicts The board may make analyses invelving
other factors, including, but not. hmited to, general cate-
gories of pedagogies n use, type of district orgamzation,
geographug area, socioecononuc data, size of school distriet,
or other analytical items which may prove useful.

Article 1. General Provisions

Citation of Act
5770. This chapter may be cited as the Miller-Unruh

Basic Reading Act of 1965 (added by Stats. 1968, Ch.

Statement of Legislative Intent and Purpose
§771. 1t 15 the intent and purpose of the Legislature that
the elementary school reading instruction program provided

for by this chapter shall be directed to the prevention of
reading disabilities, and the correction of reading disabilities
at the earliest possible time in the educational career of the
pupil.

It is the further intent of the Legislature that the reddmg
program 1n the public schools be of high quality, and that
the program be designed to perrfit early development of
reading skills, and the early correction of reading disa-
bilities. The Legislature recognizes that early development
of reading ability enhances the opportunity of each pupil
for success in school and for success in a career upon
leaviug school. The Legislature further recogmzes that to
achieve its intent and purpose it will be necessary to
provide means to employ teachers trained in the teaching of
reading, to provide incentives to encourage such traimng,
and to stimulate the establishment and maintenance of
school hibraries. To carry out its intent and purpose, the
Legislature has cuacied this chapter to provide salary
payments for specialist teachers 1n reading, scholarships to
encourage the development of skills in the teaching of
reading, and salary payments for the employment of
professional hbrarians 1n school districts. It is also the
intent of the Legislature that the provisions of this chapter
shall be adnunistered to provide funds and services first to
those school distnicts and to the schools in such districts
where the need for reading instruction is greatest and the
financial abiity of the district to provide it 1s least. This
program 1s voluntary and any school district may partici-
pate or may dechine to participate. If a district participates,
1t shall participate fully with respect to those schools in the
district in which the program is established., ... . -

Article 3. Testing and Program Evaluation

Testing of Pupils Completing the First and Second Grades;
Nationwide Norms; Exemptions; Use of Test

5779. Commencing with the school years 1965.66. the
State Board of Education shall require that uniform tests to
determine achievement of basic read:ng fundamentals ind
skills shall be adminstered to all pupils who are completing
the first and second grades. The State Board of Education
shall adopt rules and regulations governing the time, place
and methods for administration of the testing program,,

The State Board of Education shall determine the form
in whuch the results of umiform tests under this article shall
be seported to the Department of Education, and beginning
with the tests adyninistered in the 1968-69 school year to
second and third grade pupils, shall require, m addition to
reports pretently required tor purposes of Section 5732,
and as based on publishers’ norms, that such reports include
a distribution, based on first grade test resulis, of the
number of months of progress achieved for each year the
pupils have been  school.

Uniform tests for each grade shall be recommended by
the Department of Education and shall be submtted to the
State Board of Education for approval and adoption no
later than January 31, 1966. Any test so adopted shall be in
national use and nationwide norms shall have been de-
veloped for such test The tests winch have been approved
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and adopted by the board shall be printed or purchased.
and distributed- to the various school districts'in the state

" by the Department of Education.

Pupils’ who have béen determined to be mentally
retarded or educarionally handicapped, as defined in this
code, shall be exempted from the testing requirement
imposed by this chapter.

The testing program imposed by this chapter shall be
used exclusively for the purposes herein set forth, and no
test scores or results shall be employed to rank school
districts according to their test results in any publication,
other than a publication which may be made necessary n
order to effectiveiy administer this chapter.

The tests admunistered pursuant to this article shall be
employed to determme each school district’s quota of
specialist reading teachers, as required by Article 4 (com-
mencing with Section 5781) of this chapter.

Testing in Anitial Teaching Alphabet

§779.1. The governing board of each school district, 1n

The State Board of Education shall report 1ts findings
regarding the implementation of, and experience under, the
basic reading program prcvided by this chapter, togeiher
with any recommendations for any adjustments m the
program to the Legislature at each regular session.

Another bl has been passed bv the Connecticut State
Legislature ui the 1972 session, and thiy bl was passed over
the Governor’s veto. Substitute House Bill No. 5371
establishes a Legislative Program Review Committee which

members from both the Senate and House. This Comnuitee
shall meet as often as it inay be necessary to exantine state
agency programs and their admmnstration to determme
whether they are cffective, effiaent, serve thewr mtended

The terms of all members appointed to the
commuttee shall end with the termimation of each member’s
termor holding of office, whichever occurs first, Vacaricies
shall be filled 1n the same manner as the original appont-
ments. The commiteee shall select co-chairman and such
other officers as 1t may deem necessary from among its
membership. A majonty of the membership shall constitute
4 quorum and all actions of the commuttee shall require the
affirmative vote of a majority of the full committee

. membership.

Section 2. As used in this act “‘program review” means
an examination of state government programs and their
almmistration to ascertam whether such programs are
effective, continue to serve their intended purposes, are
conducted in an efficient and effective manner, or require
modification or ehmmation.,

Sectnon 3. The legishative pmgram feview committee
shall meet ws often as may be necessary, during tegislative
sesstons and during the penods between sessions, to
perform its duties and functions,

Section 4. .he legislative program review committec
shall. (1) Direct ats staff and other legislative staff available
to the commuiitee to conduct program reviews to assist the
general assembiy an the proper discharge of 1its duties: (2)
establish peleres and procedures regarding the printing,

reproduction, and distnbution of its reports; (3) review
staff reports submitted to the committee and, when
necessary, confer with representatives of the state depart-
ments and agencies reviewed in order to obtain full and
complete information in regard to programs, other activi-
ties, and operations of the state, and may request and shall
recéive from all public officers, departments, agencies and
authorities, of the state and 1ts political sub-divisions, such
assistance and data as will enable the commuttee to fulfill its
duties. The committee shall act on staff reports and, in its
report, recommend such legislation as may be necessary to
modify current operations and agency practices; (4) con-
sider and act on requests by legislators, legislative commut-

-tees, elected officials of state government, and state

department and agency heads for program reviews. The
request shall be submitted in writing to the program review
committee and shall state reasons to support the request.
The decision of the commttee to grant or deny such a
request shall be final; (5) retain, within available appropria-
tions, the services of consultants, technical assisténts,
research and other personne! necessary to assist in the
conduct of program reviews.

Section 5. In any instance in which a prografn review
cites inadequate operating or administrative system controls
or procedures, naccuracies, waste, extravagance, un-
authorized or unintended activities or programs, or other
deficiencies, the head of the state department or agency or
the appropriate program officer or official t¢ which the
report pertained shall take the necessary corrective actions
and when the committee deems the action taken to be not
suitable, the committee shall report the matter to the
general assembly together with its recommendations,

Section 6. The legislative program review committee
may, at any time, take under study any matter within the
scope of a completed or partially completed staff report
then being conducted or may at its discretion study aud
consider any matter relative to program actwvities of state
departments and agencies.

Section 7. The legisiative program review commttee
shall report annually to the general assembly on or before
February fifteenth and may, from time to time, make
additional reports.

Section 8. This act shall take effect July I, 1972.

Since H.B. Nu. 5371 was passed, the Legislative Program
Review Committee has examined the educational programs
in .general terms and will be working specifically in
vocational education and special education first. A report
Jrom the committee involving these two areas may be ready
by late 1974.

Connecticut passed Public Act No. 204 in 1972, a bill
that amended its state certificaiion act to provide for
internships in certifiable positions and the evaluation of
thewr performance before further certificanion. Part of this
Actas cuoted below:
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PUBLIC ACT NO. 204
(Enacted May 19, 1972)

An act concerning state certificates to teach or supervise,

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives
in General Assembly convened:

Section 1. As used in this act (a) “equivalency” .neans
quahfications reasonably comparable to those specifically
listed as required for certification, (b) “alternate” means
quahfying for certification 1n a manner other than the
completion of an approved program of teacher education,
(c) “mnternship” means an imtial period of not less than a
year, durtng which the applicant for a certified position
performs the duties of that posihon under supervision,
traimng and evaluation. Satisfactory performance as an
mtern shall be required betore further certifications may be
1ssued to him for that position..

Sec. 2. Section 10-146 of the 1971 supplement to the
general statutes 1s repea’ed and the following 1s substituted
in heu thereof The state board of education may, in
accordance with such regulations as 1t prescnbes, grant a
certificate of qualfication to teach or to supervise in any
pubhe schuol 1t tne state and may revoke the ame. A
program shall be developed by January 1, 1673, pronding
for mternships 10 certifiable position ., evaluation of the
performance of such interns by persons the state board
specifies, and such equivalencies and alternates to present
certification requirements acceptable from persons with
bachelors degrees from approved colleges as the board
deems necessary or deswrable. Smd board shall report on
smid program to the joint standing commttee on education.
The certsficate of qualification ssued under this sectton
shall be accepted by boards of education in lieu of any
other certificatz, provided additional qualifications may be
required by a board of education, i which case the state
certificate shall be accepted for such subjects as it includes.
No certicate to teach shall be granted to any person who
has not passed a satistactory examination, or been legally
exempted therefrom, in hygiene, and the effects of nicotine
or tobacco, alcohol and controlled drugs, as defined 1n
section 19-443. on health, character, and personahty
development, The state board of education and the
commussion for higher education in consultation with the
commussioner of mental health shall develop educational
programs for the training of teachers, admmstrators. and
guidance personnel with reference to the effects of nicotne
or tobacco, alcohoi and controlled drugs.

Another biil enacted 1972 was Public Act No. 115
concerming a five-vear state plan for special education that
requires goals and objectives,

PUBLIC ACT NO. 115
{Enacted April 28, 1572)

AN ACT CONCERNING THE ESTABLISHMENT OF A
STATE PLAN I OR SPECIAL EDUCATION.

(3) an analysis of the present distribution of responsibility
for special education between the state, including state
institutions, and local and regional boards of education,
together with recommendations for any changes in the
distibution of responsibilities; (4) a formulation of goals,
objectives and strategies necessary to achieve compliance
with the- special education law and to mmplement the
various components of the plan required by (his act; (5) a
program for the recruitment, preparation and mservice
traning of professionals and paraprofessionals and sup-
portive personnel n special education and allied fields,
ncluding participation by stitutions ot higher education,
state and local agencies, and other appropiiate public and
private orgamuzations; (6) procedures for identification,
screentng and diagnosis of children requiring special educa-
von and determination of the critena for determining ho
such children are to be educated: (7) standards for the
education i town and regional programs and m the state
mstitutions .to be received by children requiring special
education: (8) a program for the development, acquisition,,
construction and mamtenance of classrooms, resource
rooms and other facihties needed to implement fully the
provisions of the special education law: (9) a policy on the
roles of pnivate schools and regional programs and services
for children requiring special education; (10) a dehneation
of the roles of program personnel and the relationship of
special education to the total education program; and (11)
an analysis of the present formula and levels and patterns of
financial support for specil education and recommenda-
tions to insure the maximum use of funds to meet the
educational needs of children requiring special education,

Sec. 2. The development of the state plan shall inctude
the participation of representatives of state agencies and
mstitutions, public and prisate colleges and universities,
professional and parent groups and organizations, local
school boards and other local government and  civic
srganizations and the general public,

Sec. 3. The complete state plan shall be submitted to the
governor and the Joint standing committee on education of
the general assembly not later than December 1, 1973,

Sec. 4, This act shall take effect July I, 1972,

Public Act No, 73-456 was enacted by the (reneral

Assembly i 1973, 1t requires an annual esaluation by the
superintendent of cach school district of cach teacher based
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upon minimum performance criteria. The bill 15 to take
effectJuly 1,'1974.

AN ACT CONCERNING ANNUAL EVALUATION OF

TEACHERS,

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives
in General Assembly convened:

Section 1. Section' 10-151 of the general statutes, as
amended, 1s repealed and the tollowing 1s substituted 1n lieu
thereof: (a) Any board of education may authonze the
supenintendent or supervising agent to employ teachers.
Any superintendeat or supervising agent not authorrzed to
employ teachers shall cubmit to the board of education
nommations for teachers for each of the schools n the
town or towns 1n his junsdiction and, from the persons so
nominated, teachers may be employed. Such board shall
accept or reject such nominations within thirty-five days

intendent or supervisory agent shall subnut such a hst and
may place the candidates on such hst in the order 1n which
such superintendent or supervisory agent recommends such
candidates.

The contract of employment of a teacher shall
be 1n wniting and may be terminated at any time for any of
the reasons enumerated i subdivisions (1) to (6). inclusive,
of subsection (b) of this section, but otherwise 1it shall be
renewed for a second, thurd or fourth year unless such
teacher has been notified 1n wrniting prior to March first 1n
one school year that such contract will not be renew ed for
the following year, provided, upon the teacher's wntten
request, such notice shall be supplemented within five days
after receipt of such request by a statement ot the reason or
reasonts for such farlure to renew. Such teacher may, upon
written request filed with the board of education within ten
days after tne receipt of such notice. be entitled to a
hearing before the board to be held within hfteen days of
such request.; The teacher shall have the night to appear
with counsel of his chowce at such hearing.

(b) Beginning with and subsequent to the fourth year of
conttnuous employment of a teacher by a board of
education, the contract of employment of a teacher shall be
renewed trom year to yedr, except that it may be
termmated at any time tor one or more of the followng
reasons (1) tnetticiency or incompeternice: (2) msubording-
tion agamnst reasonable rules of the board of education, (3)
moral misconduct: (4) disabihty, as shown by competent
medical evdence, (5) elimination of the position to which
the teacher was appointed. if no other position exists to

which he may be apponted if qualified; or (6) other due
and sufficient cause; prowded, prior to terminating 4
contract, a board of education shall give the teacher
concerned a written notice that termination of his contract
1s under consideration and, upon written request tiled by
such teacher with such board within five days after receipt
of such notice, shall within the next succeedmng five days
give such teacher a statement n wnting of its reasons
therefor. Within twenty days after recetpt from a board of
education of wntten notice that contract termination is
under consideration, the teacher concerned may file with
such board a wrtten request for a hearing, which such
board shall hold within fifteen days after receipt of such
request. Such hearing shall be public if the teacher so
requests or the board so designates. The teacher concerned
shall have the right to appear with counsel of his cheice at
such hearing, whether public or private. A board of
education shall give the teacher concerned its wntten
decision within fifteen days after such hearning, together
with a copy of a transcnpt of the proceedmngs, which shall
be furmshed without cost. Nothing herein contained shalt
deprive a board of education of the power to suspend a
teacher from duty immediately when serious misconduct s
charged without prejudice to the rights of the teacher as
otherwise provided in this sectiorn,

{¢) THE SUPERINTENDENT OF FACH SCHOOL

program, The evaluation pm«.cJure shall provide 4 unitorm
evaluation ot cach school district in this stare, and | to the
extent possible, be compatible with national procedures tor
the assessment of progress i education.

(2) Reports.—

The commusstoner of education shall make a preliminary
report to the state board of education and the chairmen of
the house and senate education committees by Octeber 1,
1970. The preliminary report shall include the commis-
stoner’s proposed budget tor implementing the evaluation
procedures n the fiscal year 1971-72.

(d) The school board of each district shall by the
1973.74 school year make an annual public report of the
aforementioned assessment results which shall include pupil
assessment by grade and subject arez for each school m the
district, A copy of the district’s pubhic report shall be filed
with the commussioner of education

accreditation standards based upon the attainment of the
established educattonal objcctives.,

Two Acts were passed by the Fiv  la State Legislature in
1973, both of which were effectne in July, 1973, The
Department of Education, in interpreting the legislation at
this time, feels that neither of the bills amend or alter
Florida's Educational Accountability Act of 1971 (H.B.

Senate Bill No. 622 is an ommbus education act that
creates new sections or amends previous sections of Florida
law  relating to higher education and clementary and
sec ondary educanion. 1t involves annual reporting uf educa-
tonal progress by mdivwdual schools, stressing the school
rather than the district as the unit of accountability, Each
school board also Is to appomnt a school advisory 'commut-
tee.

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HAWAII

The State of Hawait passed legislation in June, 1970,
mandating a PPBS svstem. The PPBS bull 1s Act No. 185
entitled “'The Executive Budget Act.” The task to formu-
late the new svstem was assigned to a legislative committee
called the Jomnt Intennm Committee on Budget Format and
Review, The Committee developed a new format through
which budgeting, planning and program performance in-
formation  would be reported; it recommended the
essentias of a system to support the format; and u
proposed legislation to formalize the entire system. Princr
pal features of the new system are descnbed 1n a commuttee
report directed to the Speaker of the House of Representa-
twves. The main features are reproduced here, but the entire
committee report and the contents of the Act are (oo
lengthy to repeat in this document. In addition to the
principal features, sections of the committee report inelude
a comparison of the current system with the new system,
clartpication of particulars in the bl which were misunder-
stood at hearings, guide'-nes for implementation, and an
implementation time schedule.

All of the following features are fully described and
discussed n detail in the bill, xeroxed copies of which can
be forwarded upon request from SEAR. The bill also
provides the general principles by which the system shall be
governed, and the responsibilities of the governor, the

legislature, the department of budget and finance, and of

the state agencies,
PRINCIPAL FEATURES OF ACT 185
The bill establishes a comprehensive Planning-

Programming-Budgeting System (PPBS) for State program
and financia! management which 15 designed to further the

capacity of both the governor and legislature to plan,

program and finance the programs of the State. When fully
implemented. this system will make possible the following:

o The orderly estabhshment, continuing review and
periodic revision of the State program and financial policies
and objectives.

® The development, coordination and review of long-
range program and hinancwul plans that will implement
estabhished State objectives and policies.

® The preparation, evordmnation and analysis, and enact-
ment of a budget organized to focus on State programs and
ther full costs.

®The evaluation of alternatives to existing objectives,
policies, plans and procedures that ofter potential tor more
ettictent and effective use of the State resources.

Year Program and Fmancial Plan; (2) The Executive
Budget; and (3) The Variance Report. Thewr general
contents are summarized below.

®The Six-Year Program and Financul Plan, to be
annually and continually updated, shall include-

(1) The State program structure, a display of programs
which are grouped in accordance with the objectives to be
acheved.

(2) Statements of statewide objectives and program
objectives.,

(3) Program plans which describe the programs recom-
mended to implement the statewide and program objectives
and the manner in which the recommended programs are to
be implemented over the next six fiscal years.

(4) A financial plan which shows the fiscal implications
of the recommended programs for the next six fiscal years.

® The Executive Budget, to be submitted in every
odd-numbered year, shall include:

(1) The State program structure.

(2) Statements of statewide objectives and program
objectives,

(3) The financial requirements for the next two fiscal
years to carry out the recommended programs.

(4) A summary ot State receipts and revenues 1n the last
completed fiscal year, a revised estimate for the fiscal year
1n progress, and an estimate tor the succeeding biennum.

@ The Vanance Report, to be submutted annually, shall
dentify and explan varnces n actual program per-
formance from planned program performance.,
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ILLINOIS

Senate Bl No. 1548 was mtroduced and enacted in
1972, It s directed to the local school district level and s
called the School District Educational Effectiveness and
Fiscal Efficiency Act, 1t provudes for the development of
sistems o determine the educational effectiveness and
Jiscal ethciency of school districts in the state. School
district  participation 15 voluntary and those applicant
districts that are selected by the State Supenintendent and
the Director of the Bureau of Budget will be awarded grants
to help defray costs ncurred. An appropriation ' of
$500,000 has been included in the bill for these grants and
Jor administrative costs of the state office necessary to
implement the Act. The bill is reproduced below

continuous development and improvement of the educe-

Section 2. Development of systems. Fuch school district
which successtully apphes tor a grant shall develop a system
of tmancual planning, management and control. Such a
system shall meiude the estabhshment, with maxtmum
community, school board, st .1 and adminstration partici-
pation, of measurable goals and objectives tor education
within the district. To assist in the achievement of these
goals and ovbjectives, the system shall also provide tor and
facilitate the planning and coordination ot dstrict financial
policy: effective budget preparation and control, the design
and implementation of improved accounting and financial
reporting systems, and the continued analysis of programs
and procedures.

No more than one school year after receipt ot a grant
the  hool district shall hegin implementation of an
educational citectiveness and tiscal etticiency system. At

that time and annually for two years thereafter an
evaluation of the system shall be conducted and an annual
report shall be made to the citizens of the district and to
the Superintendent of Public Instruction. Such reports shall
include, but need not be limited to, the progress made 1n
estublishing the educational effectiveness and fiscal
efficiency system, an analysis of the results indicated by
operation of the system and a description of activity
planned to correct the problems revealed by the system.
Each annual report shall also include a review of the goals
and objectives for the past year and any new goals and
objectives adopted for subsequent years.,

Where a school district receives a grant and operates one
or more of 1ts educational programs 1 cooperation with
other school districts, they shall jointly develop and
implement systems for determmning the educationai
effectiveness and fiscal efficiency of that program or
programs n accordance with the foregoing provisions.

Section 3. Awarding of grants. Applications for grants
shall be made annually to the Office of the Superintendent
of Public Instruction on forms provided by that office. The
Supenntendent and the Director of the Bureau of the
Budget shall select applicants to receive grants and shall,
insofar as possible, distribute grants to elementary,
secondary and unit districts of diverse size and representa-
tive of every region of the State, Preference will be given to
districts that have commutted or are planming to commit
additional local funds toward the development of such a
system.

In determining the amount of each grant, the Super-
intendent of Public Instruction and the Diector of the
Bureau of the Budget shall give consideration to the sice of
the district and the extent to which the district has
previously instituted procedures similar to those described
mn this Act,

Section 4. Reports. The Superintendent of Publhi
Instruction shall, 1n cooperation with school districts
participating under this Act, report annually to the General
Assembly, the School Problems Commussion and the
Governor on the progress ‘made in implementing this Act,

Section 5. Rules and Regulations. The Superintendent of
Pubiic Instruction tn consultation with the Director of the
Bureau of the Budget shall adopt such rules and regulations
necessary to unplement this Act,

Section 6. An appropriation of $500.000, or so much
thereof as may be necessary, 1s made to the Supermntendent
of Public Instruction for the purpose of admunistering and
implementing this Act.

Section 7. This"Act shall take effect July 1,1972,

(a) *Board” means the board of education of a school
distnict and the goverming authonty of any nonpubhc
school offening any of grades kindergarten to 12 1n
accredited schools.

(c) “Employees” means all certificated and noncertifi-
cated employees of school districts and similar employees
of nonpublic s;hools

(d) “School year” means the period from July 1 to June .
30.

(e) “Accredited” means accredited by the state board,
whether the accreditation applies to a single school, to all
of the schools of a school district or to one or more
nonpublic schook.

Sec. 3. Prier to January 15, 1974, every board shall
adopt a bona fide wntten policy of personnel evaluation
procedure in accordance with this act and file the same
with the state board. Every policy so adopted shall:

(a) Be prescribed 1n wnting at the time of orginal
adoption and at all times thereafter when amendments
thereto are adopted. The origmal policy and all amend-
ments thereto shall be promptly filed with the siate board.

(b) Include evaluation procedures applicable to all
employees,

(c¢) Provide that all evaluations are to be made 1n wnting
and that evaluation documents and responses thereto are to
be maintained m a personnel file for each employce for a
period of not less than three (3) years from the date each
evaluation 1s made.

(d) Prowide that commencing not later than the
1974-1975 school year, every employee in the first two (2)
consecutive years of his employment shall be evaluated at

(1) The State Board of Education and the State
Superintendent of Schools shail assist each local school
board and school system n developing and implementing
educational goals and objectives for subject areas including,
but not limited to, reading, writing and mathematics.

(2) Each school, with the assistance of its local board of
education and school system, shall survey the current status
of studeat achievement in reading, language, mathematics,
and other areas 1n order to assess its needs.

'(3) Each school shall establish as the basis of 1ts

assessment project goals and obiectives which are in keeping
with the goals and objectives established by its board of
education and the State Board of Education.

(4) Each school, with the assistance of its local board of
education, the State Board of Education and the State
Supenintendent of Schools, shall develop programs for
meet.ng its needs on the basis of priorities which it shail set.

(5) Evaluation programs shall concurrently be developed
to determine if the goals and objectives are being met.

(6) Re-evaluation of programs, goals and objectives shall
be regularly undertaken.

(b) The State Department of Education shall assist the
local boards of education in establishing this program by
providing guidelines for development and implementation
of the program by the local boards, and by providing
assistance and coordination where needed and requested by
those boards.

(c) Beginning on July 1, 1973, the State Board of
Education, upon recommendation of the State Superinten-
dent of Schools, shall mclude 1n its annual budget request
such funds as 1t deems necessary to carry out the provisions
of this Act.

(d) During January, 1975, and each January thereafter,
the State Supenntendent of Schools shall transmit to the
Governor and to the General Assembly a report which
includes, but s not lumited to, documentation indicating
the progress of the State Department of Education, the
local boards of education and each school in the State
toward the achievement of their respective goals and
objectives and recommendations for legislation which the
State Board of Education and the State Superintendent of
Schools deem necessary for the improvement of the quahty
of education 1n Maryland.

Sec. 2. And be it further enacted, that this Act shall take
effect July 1, 1972,
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MASSACHUSETTS

Although legislation passed by the Massachusetts
General Assembly in 1965 was not an accountability act, it
required assessment of the schools, and implementation of
the Act has included components vf accountability. This is
the Willis-Harrington Act, Chapter 572 of the Acts of 19635,
The Act is some 500 pages long and the Department of
Education is out of copies, Among the charges given the
Department of Education in the Act is one which specifi-
cally requests the Commissioner to assess the conditions
and efficiency of public and others schools throughout the
Commonwealth. [t is felt by the Department that this
responsibility, while including descriptive and fiscal data,
places major emphasis on the Department to report pupil
achievement in terms of definable goals and learning
objectives. This passage is contained in a report published
by the Department of Education in the Fall of 1970
entitled, Massachusetts Board of Education Priorities for
1971, The Results Approach to Education and Educational
Imperatives. The Willis-Harrington legislation also created
the Massachusetts Advisory Council on Education, an
independent research agency that is to conduct studies of
the educational system and “‘recommend policies designed
to improve the performance of all public education systems
in the Commonwealth,”

Chapter 847, enacted by Massachusetts in 1973, is to
take effect in September, 1974. It updates teacher certifi-
cation laws and appoints a Commission to develop and
recommend methods for establishing qualifications, inclu-
ding performance standards and requirements, for deter-
mining the competence of educational personnel. SEAR
received a summary of Chapter 847 in outline form and it is
quoted as follows.

The New York State Legislature amended several
sections of its edueation law with Chapter 586, enacted in
June, 1973. Part of this law applies to categorical urban aid
for school districts having concentrations of pupils with
special educational needs due to poverty. The law, as
amended, makes available tv the Department of Education
an amount equal to two per centum of the total appropria-
tions for tategoricdl urban aid for the evaluation of the
prograrn and also for the development and implementation
of a comprehensive student evaluation program for elemen-
tary and secondary education. The pertinent portions of
the law are reproduced below:

CHAPTER 587, LAWS OF 1973
" (Enacted June, 1973)

AN ACT to amend the education law, in relation to state
aid generally ard certain exclusions for certain school
districts and repeaiing section seven hundred three of the
education law reiating to voting on the distribution of text
books. ,

The People of the State of New York, represented in Senate
and Assembly, do enact as follows:

Section 1. Subdivision eleven of section thirty-six
hundred two of the education law, as last amended by
chapter five hundred tifty-threc of the laws of nineteen
hundred seventy-two. 1s hereby amended to read as follows.

11. Temporary apportionment for categorical urban aid.
Notwi hstandmg-the-provisions-of -this section or any-other -
section of the education law, any urban school district
having a heavy concentration of pupils with special educa-
tiona) needs assocated with poverty shall be entitled to an
additiona! apportionment of money for the support of
public schools duning the school year commencing July
tust, mneteen hundred seventy-three computed as herein
prescribed. payable n accordance with a schedule of
apportionment determined by the commissioner ot ¢duca-
tion, with the approval of the director of the budget.

a, An “urban school district™ shall be deemed to be one
having a weighted average darly attendance as determmed
pursuant to section thirty-six hundred two of the education
Jaw of at least four thousand tive hundred tor the school
year ending June thirtieth, nmeteen hundred sixty-eight.

h. A “heavy concentration ot pupils baving special
educational needs associated with poverty™ shall mean a
number equal to or exceeding eleven hundred when such
weighted average daily attendance of such school district 1
multiphed by the percentage carried to one decimal place
without rounding, of sixth grade pupils i the district
seoring below level four on the reading test for New York
state elementary schools admunstered i October mineteen
hundred sixiy-seven as determuined by the comussioner,
provided that the count o1 school-age children in famibies
having school-age children and receving grants under the
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ard for dependent chidren programs’and residing in such
district as determincd by the_commussioner tor the school
year ending June thirtieth, nineteen hundred sixty-eight
equals or exceeds five per centum of such weighted average
daily attendance.

¢. The total amount to be apportioned during such
school year shall be forty-seven million dollars. The amount
to be apportioned to any such school district shall be
computed as follows:

(1) one thousand shall be deducted from its number of

(2) the excess over one thousand for every such district

Effective July 1, 1971, the Oregon State Legislature
enacted 1nto law Senate Bill wo. 131 relating to teacher
tenure, Sections No, 1 and 5 m the bl are new sections
that request an annual evaluation of performance for each
teacher employed by a duistnet with more  than 300
students.

SENATE BILL NO. 131
(Effective July 1,1971)

Section 1. In order to aliow the school districts ot the
state to take tull advantage of various professional skills and
disciphines  not  duectly developed through teaching
experience or professional education for which teaching
experience 1s a prerequisite, it 1s the public policy of the
State of Oregon that the state board, mn establishing
protessional requirements and experience under ORS
342,140, shall consider professional skills, educatiun and
experience not directly related to, nor contingent upen,
teaching experience or trainng as a4 classroom teacher. . .

Section 5. (1) The district superintendent of every
common and umon high school district having an average
daily membership . . , of more than 500 students in the
district shall cause to have made at least annually an
evaluation of performance for each teacher employed by
the district in order to allow the teacher and the district to
measure the teacher’s development and growth in the
teaching profession. A torm shall be prescribed by the State
Board of Lducation and completed pursuant to rules
adopted by the district school board. The persons or

persons making the evaluations must hold teaching certifi-
cates. The evaluation shall be signed by the school official
who supervises the teacher and by the teacher. A copy of
the evaluation shall be delivered to the teacher.

(2) The annual evaluation reports shall be mamntained m
the personnel tiles of the distnet.

(3) The annual evaluation report shall be placed i the
teacher’s personnel file only after reasonable notice to the
teacher. Any exnlanation relating to the evaluation which
the teacher deswres to make shall be placedin the personnel
file.

(4) The personnel tile shall be open for inspection by
such teacher but shall be open to such other persons as are
officially designs :d by the board or by the teacher, mn
accordance with such rules and regulations as the board
shall adopt.

It should be noted here without reproducing the bill that
Oregon’s State Legislature enacted House Bill 2127 in June,
1973, which transfers the authority to issue teaching
certificates from the Superintendent of Public Instruction
to the Teacher Standards and Practices Commission. This
Commission has been operating for the past four years, but
the bill give statutory authority to the Comnussion. It does
not alter the provisions of Senate Bill No. 131 given above,
but places teacher standards and certification in the hands
of the teachers. The trend in Oregon has been toward
performance-based teacher certification, and although this
factor is not spelled out in the bill, it 1s possible that the
statutory Commission will continue the trend.
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PENNSYLVANIA

The School Distnet Reorganization Act of 1963 was
enacted by the Pennsylvaria State Legislature, and was the

basis for the Pennsylvania Plan for the Assessment of

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RHODE ISLAND

An amended section of chapter 16-22 m 1963 required a
uniform aptitude and eelligence test of all pupids i the
public and pnivate elementary and secondary schoils i
Rhode Island.

Statutes governing the Teachers Professional Practices
Act include the evaluation of teachers, A Professional
Practices Commission was created by Chapter 62, Session
Laws of 1969 (amended in 1970 and 1971), among whose
duties are “the adoption of measures governing the Drepara-
tion, evaluation, and motivation for continued professional
competence in the teaching profession.” The seven mem-
bers of the Commission are appointed by the Governor for

varving lengths of terms. The details of the bill are cited
below;

TEACHERS PROFESSIONAL PRACTICES ACT
(Enacted in 1969, 1970 and 1971)

13-43-16. Declaration of teaching as profession—persons
included in teaching profession. The Lezislature of the state
of South Dakota hereby declares teaching to be a profes-
sion.

It should be noted here that House Concurrent Resoly-
tion No. 511 was adopted by the South Dakota Legislature
in 1972, the legislative intent of which was to encourage
local school districts to meet with students, teachers,
administrators, parents and other community leaders to
determine philosophy, goals, program objectives and priori-
ties for their public schools.

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TEXAS

The Texas State Lejislature enacted House Bill No. 169
in May, 1973, which directs the Legislative Budget Board to
establish a PPBS system, The Texas Education Agency
would be one of the state agencies affected by this law. The
bill has been reproduced below:

H. B. NO. 169
\ . (Enacted May,1973)

AN ACT requiring the Legislative Budget Board to conduct
performance audits of agency programs and operations;
providing for a performance report; providing a severability
clause; and declaring an emergency.

BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF THE
STATE OF TEXAS:

Section 1. The Legislative Budget Board is directed to

" establish a system of performance audits and evaluation

designed to provide a comprehensive and continuing review

of the programs and operations of each state agency,
department, conunission or mstitution.

Sec. 2. (a) The Legislative Budget Board shall make a
performance report to the Legislature on the third Tuesday
of each January in which the Legislature meets in Regular
Session.

(b) The performance report shall be published in such
form as the Legslative Budget Board shall direct, but in
content the performance report shall treat the programs
and operations of each agency, department, commission or
institution receiving an appropriation in the most recent
General Appropriations Act, after the first full fiscal year of
operation of each such agency, department, commission or
institution. |

(c) The performance report shall analyze the operational
efficiency of state agency operations and program per-
formance in terms of explicitly stating the statutory
functions each agency, department, commission and institu
tion are to perform and how these statutory functions are
being accomplished, in terms of unit-cost measurement,
workload efficiency data, and program output standards as
the Legislative Budget Board shall establish.

Sec. 3. (a) The Director of the Legislative Budget Board
shall, with the approval of the Legislative Budget Board,
appomnt an assistant director for program evaluation who
shall report to, and be responsible to, the director of the
Legslative Budget Board.

(b) The Director of the Legislative Budget Board shall
emrploy sufficient personnel to effectuate the provisions of
this Act.

Sec. 4. If any provision of this Act or the application
thereof to any p2rson or circumnstance is held mvahd, such

. invalidity shall not affect other provisionis of the Act which
. can be given effect withcut the inwalid provision or
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application, and to this end the provisions of this Act are
declared to be severable.
_ Sec. 5. The importance of this legislation and the
crowded condition of the calendars in both houses create
an emergency and an imperative public necessity that the-
constitutional rule requiring bills to be read on three
separate days in each house be suspended, and this rule is
hereby suspended, and that this Act take effect and be in
force from and after its passage, and it is so enacted.

Some Resolutions also were passed by the Texas
Legislature in 1973 that may affect later legislation and are,
therefore, mentivned here. House Concurrent Resolution
No. 96, adopted in May, 1973, instructs the Legislative
Budget Board to prepare the state's budget for the next
session in a program budget format. A:.other Resolution,
No. 718 also adopted in May, requests the Legislative
Budget Board to study the concepts of ‘‘zero base”
budgeting, including the application of cost-benefit ratio
analysis.

The most interesting resolution is Resolution No. 1\93
adopted -in May, which is directly concerned with
performance-based teacher education. The Texas Education
Agency was awarded a grant of $3.87 million by U.S.O.E.
to field test competency[performance-based teacher educa-
tion for the American Association of Colleges for Teacher
Education. As a result of the study, the State Beard of
Education in Yune, 1972, made major changes in teacher
education gnd certification in Texas by adopting several
new standdrds for all new programs of teacher preparation.
Under the new standards, all programs for preparing
teachers and other school personnel at each of the 60
higher education institutions in Texas were mandated to be
competency[performance-based programs. Since many
resolutions have appeared from Texas and national educa-
tion groups opposing certain of the standards; because the
analysis by the U.S. Office of Education of the program
raises questions and some doubts, and because the new
standards may be in conflict with several U.S. Supreme
Court cases, the Texas Legislature appointed a legislative
subcommittee to study the new teacher education and
certification standards. The studv is to include such
concerns as;

@ the mandatory imposition of the new standards on all
programs at all i*stitutions preparing teachers in Texas

@ the cost ., implementation

o the commitment of teacher education to a single
approach

® the thin knowledge base of the new standards

o thé possible violations of academic freedom

House Bill Number 51 contains the School Finance
Program passed by the 1974 Budget Session of the Utah
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State Legislature, Section 8 in the published edition states:

“All funds appropriated under this act shall be used only
for programs approved by the State Board of Education.,
The State Board of Education is directed and empowered
to assess the progress and degree of effectiveness of all
programs funded under this act and report such assessment
to the Legislature.”
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VIRGINIA

Section 2, Article VIl of the Constitution of Virginia
became effective July 1, 1971. It called for the develop-
ment of “‘standards of quality” for the several school
divisions in the state by the State Board of Education.
Section 2 states that;

.. standards of quality for the several school divisions
shall be determined and prescribed from time to time by
the State Board of Education, subject to revision only by
the General Assembly:

The State Department of Education considered the Act
to be a mandate for educational accountability and
accordingly developed and adopted a set of standards of
quality on August 7, 1971.

During the 1972 legislative session, the General Assembly
enacted into law an Act (H 845) which followed, with some
revisions, the standards of quality adopted by the State
Board. Act specifies that certain planning and manage-
ment standards and objectives and pupil performance
ob]‘ectives be achieved. Portions of this Act are quoted as
follows:

AN ACT TO REVISE CERTAIN STANDARDS OF QUAL-
ITY FOR THE SEVERAL SCHOOL DIVISIONS DETER-
MINED AND PRESCRIBED BY THE BOARD OF EDUCA-
TION AND TO SPECIFY CERTAIN OBJECTIVES FOR
THE BOARD OF EDUCAT:ON AND LOCAL SCHOOL
BOARDS.

Be it enacted by the General Assembly of Virginia:

S. 1. That the standards of quality for public schools
in Virginia, as determined and prescribed by the Board of
Education, are revised as follows: . ...

Panning and Management Standards

1. The School Board shall adopt policies which guide the
total operation of the school division toward established
objectives.

2. The superintendent shall prepare a policy manual in
cooperation with school division personnel.

3. The superintendent shall develop the capability,
procedures, and organizational structure to enable the
school division to plan for future needs.

4. The superintendent shall involve the community and
his staff in the preparation of a five-year plan, which shall
be updated annually. Such a plan shall be based on a study
of the extent to which pupils are achieving the eight broad
objectives formulated by the Board of Education and shall
be designed to raise the level of pupil performance. This
plan shall be reviewed and approved by the School Board
and submitted to the State Superintendent of Public
Instruction for approval by the Board of Education.

5. The superintendent shall prepare and present to the
School Board an annual plan to achieve specific objectives
of the approved five-year plan as part of the annual

operating and capital outlay budgets.

6. The superintendent shall, as directed by the Board of
Education, make annual follow-up studies of former stu-
dents (dropouts and graduates) who enter employment or
who continue their education beyond high school as a
means of assessing the effectiveness of the school program.

7. The superintendent and his staff shall provide an
effective program of instructional supervision and assistance
to principals’ and teachers that is consistent with the
objectives of the school division.

8. The superintendent and his staff shall provide for the

cooperative evaluation of central office persornel and prin-
cipals and shall provide assistance to principals in the
cooperative evaluation of teachers and other school em-
ployees.

The standards of qualnty prescribed above, as herein
revised, and made effective, shall alone be the only
standards of quality required by Article VIII, Section 2 of
the Constitution of Virginia.

S. 2. In addition to the standards of quality revised, and
made effective as prescribed above, the State and local
school divisions shall undertake to achieve the objectives set
out below. Annual reports will be prepared by the Board of
Education to show the progress being made throughout the
State to meet these objectives. The Board of Education is
directed and shall have the authority to promulgate rules
and regulations necessary to imglement these objectives.

Performance Objectives
State

1. A numbes of pupils equal to at least seventy percent
of the pupils who entered the first grade twelve years earlier
should be graduated from high school.

2. The percentage of the school population overage in
the elementary grades should not exceed twenty percent of
the enrollment in grades K-7.

3. The percentage of the student population achieving at .
or above grade level norms or the equivalent as measured by
approved standardized achievement tests should equal or
exceed the mean ability level of the student population as
measured by appropriate scholastic aptitude tests.

4. At least thirty-one thousand, seven hundred fifty
five-year-old children in the\State should be enrolled in
kindergarten,

5. At least one hundred thirty thousand pupils should be
enrolled in summer programs.

6. At least fifty thousand eligible children should be
enrolled in special education programs.

7. At least one hundred thirty-five thousand adults
should be enrolled in continuing education programs.

8. At least seventy percent of the high school graduates
should continue theirr education in programs provided by
colleges and by schools such as business, nursing, data
processing, and trade and technical.

9. At least ninety percent of the teachers should be as-
signed to teach only those subjects for which they have cer-
tificate endorsements.
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10. At least twenty-three percent of the teachers should
hold advanced degrees.

School Division .

1. High school graduates expressed as a percent of the
first grade enrollment twelve years earlier should increase
by at least three percent each year or until a level of
seventy percent ss reached. Appropriate adjustments will be
made for school divisions with significant increases or
decreases in school population.

2. The percentage of the school population overage in
grades K-7 should be reduced by at least two percent each
year or until a level not.exceeding twenty percent 15
reached.

3. The percentage of the student population achieving at
or above grade level norms or the equivalent as measured by
approved standardized achievement tests should equal or
exceed the mean ability level of the student population as
measured by appropriate scholastic aptitude tests.

4. The percentage of teachers holding advanced degrees
should increase by at least two percent each year or until at
least twenty-three percent of the teachers hold such
degrees. Work toward advanced degrees should be in the
subject area to which the teacher is assigned.

SENATE BILL 221, 1974

time to time by the Board of Education, subject to revision
only by the General Assembly;and

Whereas, such Board has published such standards and it is
now the wish of the General Assembly that such standards
are hereby revised; now, therefore

Be it enacted by the General Assembly of Virginia:

1. S 1. That the standards of quality for public schools
i Virginia, as determined and prescribed by the Board of
Education, and effective July one, nineteen hundred
seventy-four, are revised as follows:

$ 3. School divisions providing programs and services, as
provided in paragraphs 2 through 9 of S. I herein, with
State basic and local funds may be required to provide such
services and programs only to an extent proportionate {o
the funding therefor provided by the General Assembly.

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WASHINGTON

The Washington Legislature amended its General Provi
sions for Teachers law to include evaluative criteria and
procedures for certificated employees. This legislation was
enacted in September of 1969,

28A.67.065 Evaluative criteria and procedure for certifi-
cated employees—Requirements. Every board of directors,
in accordance with procedure provided in RCW
28A.72.030, shall establish an evaluative criteria and
procedures for all certificated employees. Such procedure

shall require not less thamannual evaluation of all employ-
ees. New employees shall be evaluated within the first
ninety calendar days of their employment. Every employee
whose work is judged unsatisfactory shall be notified in
writing of stated areas of deficiencies along with recommen-
dations for improvement by February 1st of each year. A
probationary period shall be established from February 1st
to April 15th for the employee to demonstrate improve-
ment. ‘ -

WISCONSIN

Legislation was mandated by the Wisconsin State Legisla-
“awre during the 1971 legislative session. No funds were
appropriated for the educational assessment, at the time of

passage of the legislation. In July 1972, $2¢,000 was* '

allocated:for the first year’s planning activities by the Board
of Government Operations.

CHAPTER 125, LAWS OF 1971

S. 443, 115.28 (10). Educational Assessment. Develop an
educatm(\al assessment program to measure objectively the
adequacy and efficiency of educational programs offered
by public schools in this state. The program shall include,
without limitation because of enumeration, methods by
which pupil achievément in fundamentalicourse areas, as set
forth in s. 118.01 (1), and other areds of instruction
commonly offered by public schools, will be ‘objectively
meastifed each year. Assessment shall“b’e’undertaken at
several grade levelson a umform statewnde basts.

A second bill enacted in 1971 called for a PPBS to be
implemented by all state agencies.

CHAPTER 215, S. 16.42, 1971

16.42 Departmental requests. (1) All departments, other
than the legistature and the courts, prior to each budget
period on the date and in the form and content prescribed
by the department shall prepare and forward to the
department the following program and financial infor-
mation: ‘

(a) A clear statement of purpose for each budgetary
unit;

(b) Clear statements of specific objectives to be accom-
plished by specific dates;

(c) Proposed plans to impleriin. the objectives and the
estimated resources neede “he proposed plans;

(d) A statement of ©a yuired ‘o implement
proposed program and finanuia. plans;

(e) A clear statement cf the methods for evaluation of
results of the program services, including the information
necessary for evaluation purposes; znd

(f) All fiscal 'or other information relating to such
departments that the secretary or the gevernor requires on
forms prescribed by the secretary.

(2) The secretary may make budget estimates for all
such departments which fail to furnish by the specified date
the information required under sub. (1).
